W ashington. May 15.— In support of 
the charge of Mrs. Scott Durand, so- 
eiaty leader of Chicago, Unit A rthur 
Meeker, general manr-ger of A rm our 
and company, made use of the gov­ 
ernm ent m e a t inspectors at the Chi­ 
cago stock yard s to condem n certain 
of her prize cattle. Indicating a tdg- 
nifleant 
understanding 
b etw een 
the 
packers and the Inspectors, Marlon Ik 
Adam s of 508 F ast Forty-six th place, 
Chicago, has tiled a sta te m e n t with 
R epresentative Nelson 
of 
W isconsin, 
who Is pressing his resolution for an 
Investigation of the 
m eat 
Inspection 
service. 
A dam s was 
a n 
inspector's 
assistant at the A rm our plant. 
A dams 
will b e sub poenaed as a witness. His 
statem ent, in part, follows: 
“ Please perm it me to sub m it a few 
facts which sustain 
Mrs. 
Grace 
C. 
Durand in her opinion that a close 
afllliation ex ists b etw een the packers 
and certain m en in charge of the work 
of the b ureau of anim al industry at 
Chicago. 
I w as in the em ploym ent of j 
the b ureau of anim al industry as in- 
apector’s a ssistan t and aided in m ak­ 
ing tests on several herd s of cattle. 
1 was not present, however, when tho 
Durand cattle w ere tested. 
“ When tho revelation 
cam e 
that 
Durand cattle had 
b een 
slaughtered 
and passed w ithout a record of tu b er­ 
culosis lesions, Dr. Jcnison, supervis­ 
ing inspector a t the A rm our plant, in­ 
stituted a search and tried to Identify 
the cattle b y the hides. 
He was un­ 
successful. 
“ H. F. Krurnpe and I w ere the two 
clerks in the office at tho plant at that 
t.Jme. 
H. C. Johnson, also an assist­ 
ant, was there, too. 
Johnson was a p­ 
parently used b y B ennett as a sort of 
spy to ascertain the friendly relations 
which might ex ist b etw een employes 
and Bennett's enemies.
